N EWS artioles have been circulated in the East concerning 
the late election In Los' Angeles, containing statements 
which ere not justified by the facts. 

These misstatements have emanated from the newspapers *- 
of a certain politioal leader or boss of Los Angelas, who was de¬ 
feated- in the late election and who has attempted to exouse him¬ 
self and explain his oven defflft^by^nftttaclsjuj^n the electorate 
of Los Angeles. 

As a matter of faot, Lob Angeles has voted in this election 
with Uajifiual good sense and good Judgment, with its oub tern¬ 
ary progressive spirit and high morality. 

Mr. Rose, the newly elected Mayor, has had an excellent 
career as a judge, is a man of experience in politics hncLof eter- - 
ling character as a citisen. He will give Los Angeles the effi.' 
oient, honest, progressive administration that the intelligent and 
public-spirited oitisens of that oity demand, and Los Angeles in' 
its choice for Mayor is a subject for congratulation. 

.The high oharaoter of the politics of Los Angeles and the 
tremendous advantage of suoh olean and conaolentious politics, 
in contributing to the wonderful growth and attractiveness of 
that oity, are things fsyhioh the oitisens of New York should 
study and imitate.
